the grand total to $71,000,000 plus. 
Moreover, a tentative program of sew- 
age treatment plant construction for 
the next five years totals $49,000,000. 

“ During the ten year period ending 
in 1935, this combination proposes to 
spend nearly $100,000,000 for the same 
purposes. 

Telis of Many Changes. 

“When Charles S. Deneen first be- 
ca#me governor of Illinois the expendi- 
tures for the entire state government 
were only $13,000,000 per year. Com- 
pare this with the sanitary district 
budgets of $42,000,000 per annum for 
current expenses. 

“In. the last six years the pay roll 
of the sanitary district has more than 
doubled. There were 1,500 employés 
in 1919, as against an approximate 
3,200 at the present time. 

“The maintenance pay roll of the 
sanitary district (unpublished) for the 
month of February, 1926, indicates an 
increase of $55,669.98 over the second 
half of January. : 

“The combined monthly pay roll of 
the sanitary district as of March 1 
may be estimated at $591,263.88, which 
would indicate an annual expenditure 


for pay roll purposes alone of §7,095,- 


166.56. This, however, does not in-

APPEALING TO PREJUDICE 


Frank L. Smith spoke at the City club yesterday. 

If the speech he made is a sample of the sort of 
thing he has been saying up and down the state, then 
he has been making his campaign as an appeal to igno- 
rance and prejudice. 

After declaring that he was in favor of stabilizing ; 
agriculture by some process which he does not clearly 
define, he launched into an attack on the world court. 
We have heard a good many speeches against the world 
court, but none that could equal for bald, unsupported 
prejudice this utterance of the man who seeks to sup- » 
plant Senator McKinley at Washington. 

If it is his habit to deal with public questions fener- 
ally as he dealt with this one, it would be deplorable to 
extend the sphere of his influence by apenas him to the 
senate. 

He mingled his parochial views on internatio rela- 
tions with a pointless attack upon a friendly nation, dis- 
closing a state of mind already too strongly represented 
in congress. a 

Having unburdened himself of his prejudices he left 
his audience without an argument to show why, evert 
were they justifiable, he should be sent to the senate 
on an issue which the senate has already settled. —Edi- 
torial, Chicago Post, April 2, 1926,

~ COINAGE SYSTEM 


ON LIVING COST 


BY HARPER LEECH. 


Economic students seem to have | 
paid little attention to the influence | 
business life, | 


of coinage upon our 
Purchases affected by the fact that 
we have no coin under a cent are in- 


_dividually so trifling that nobody has 


been much concerned about the mass 
effect of that limitation upon retailing. 

The standardizing effect of the value of 
the nickel and dime upon a multitude of 
transactions has been likewise neglected. 

Yet our scale of coins has had profound 
effects. Many newspaper men have heard 
of the difficulties of the early- publishers, 
who broke the charmed circle of the five 
cent piece and sold papers for less. Some 
of them had to import pennies by the 
barrel and inject them into the commerce 
of their cities. 

—_— 

For generations New Orleans market- 
ing wae affected by the persistence with 
which people bought in terms of Spanish 
coins long after they were using Ameri- 
can coins—the custom of regarding the 
nickel as a doubled value and the dollar 
as split into eight units survived fdr 
more than a century. 

Now comes Carl Alsberg in his meaty 
study of the baking situation—a book 
which exposes a whole tribe of pro and 
anti-merger propagandists with merci- 
less impartiality, withan interesting hint 
of the effect of our coinage system upon 
business life. Every one is familiar with 
the figures, which show how bread prices 
have lagged behind changes in the price 
of flour. Much sonorous sob stuff about 
the robbery of the poor has been pro- 
duced on the basis of such figures) Now 
what do you think of this: 

~~e- 

“ Another interesting circumstance that 
tends to make bread prices lag behind 
prices in general is the nature of our 
coinage. We have no coin less than a 
cent. It follows that if the eost of pro- 
duction rises a fraction of a cent, but 
sufficiently to wipe out or materially 
reduce profits, the price at retail must 
rise a whole cent or the consumer must 
buy two or more loaves at a time. Even 
if the baker raises the price to the re- 
tailer a fraction of a cent, the grocer 
usually raises it a whole cent. The re- 
taller’s margin in 1913 was 20.55 per cent, 
and in 1923 it was 22.22 per cent.” 

Discussing the retailer's rapid turnover 
and the taking back «f stale bread by the 
baker, Alsberg concludes that the bread 
retailer has a good margin indeed. Bak- 
ers might offset the tendency to jump 
prices a whole cent at a time by varying 
the weight of the loaf—but, in addition 
to technical difficulties, friends of the 
people in many states have passed laws 
fixing a standard weight loaf. 

-e- 

Keep your é¢ye on the increase in sell- 
ing by slot machines. It has been grow- 
ing, but will increase much more in the 
next two or three years. The list of 
articles now sold by coin in the slot de- 
vices includes, sandwiches, soft drinks, 
handkerchiefs, toilet accessories, confec- 
tions, nuts and gum, stamps, telephone 
communication—and its just getting start- 
ed—all of which means an added sig- 
nificance to the nickel and dime. The 
increasing investment of money in auto- 
matie selling devices has a steadying ef- 
fect upon prices—it might in time be- 
come as important in our life as the 
guage of the railroads.

Many different recipes for date bars 
have been printed in this column, but 
here is another which can be recom- 
mended. because it can be used for 
drop cookies of a pleasant or excep- 
tionally agreeable sort, if they are well 
baked—that is- not.so as to be dark 
around the thin edge. 

One package of twelve ounces of 
dates, three eggs, one cup sugar, one- 
half cup oatmeal, one cup Graham 
flour, three teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
chopped English walnuts, two table- 
spoons lemon juice, one teaspoon 
vanilla. 

Blanch the dates, thtn skin and seed 
and cut with fine scissors. (Dates 
ground in the food chopper become too 
fully blended with the dry ingredients.)
